But Fish and Game officials 
say cougars arc no threat to 
humans. 

Cat of many names 

The cat, Felis concolor, is 
known variously as cougar, 
puma, panther, catamount and 
mountain lion, and is the most 
widely distributed cat in North 
and South'Amcrica. The tawny 
cat, with lighter chen.and belly, 
has a small head, and its small, 
rounded cars ore tipped in black 
as is the long tail. 

All across the Western states, 
mountain lion numbers ore high- 
er now than at any dme ;n the 
history of the West, said noted 
cougar researcher Maurice 
Homockcr of Hailey. .

“We don’t perceive cougars 
as much of a threat to people at 
all,” Olson said. 

People may be mdmidaicd by 
the cats, but they arc typically 
^ ' not aggressive toward humans. 
The increase ia Hons in the 
Wood River Valley Is in part 
because of increased elk herds 
in recent years, Olson said. 

Downward trend 

But overall in the Magic 
Valley, deer numbers arc down, 
and mountain lion numbers 
have been declining in the post 
(TOuplc of years. Tlic deer popu- 
lation peaked in 1993, and the 
lion pppulation pcakccl in 1997, 
Smith said. 

Despite the declining num- 
bers, reports of lion sightings, 
arc up. Smith says that with 
fewer deer, lions arc having to 
look harder for other prey. 
They arc out and about more, 
spending more time hunting in 
areas where they are more like- 
ly to be seen. 

Fish and Game officials moni-' 
tor cougars killed by hunters. 
The age. sex and general condi- 
tion of the animals can tell a lot 
about the population. Smith 
said. And that has led to the 
conclusion that lion numbers 
are declining. But numbers are 
still higher that the average 
over the past 20 years. 

That may not be so obvious in 
the Wood River Volley. When 
deer numbers have dropped 
there, the lions still have had 
elk to eat. Smith said. In the 
South Hill^ deer numbers are 
down, but there ore no elk. 


of the hunting season. And in 
winter, the tawny cats ore more 
vi.siblc against the snow as they 
follow deer to winter range and 
closer to humans, Smiiii said. . 

Encounters ' 

High cougar numbers don't 
always mean trouble for ranch- 
ers with livestock grazing in 
cougar habitat. 

State Sen. Laird Noh, R- 
Kimberly, also a sheep rancher, 
who runs sheep in the South 
Hills, reports he lost no sheep 
to cougars this year. He had 
lost sheep in each of the pre- 
ceding four years. 

But where there are cougars, 
and people in their habitot, 
there are encounters: 

• One of Nob’s herders killed 
a lion that got in among the 
sheep this summer. Guard dogs 
spooked the lion and chased it 
up a tree, where the herder", 
shot it. 

'• Last winter, mountain lions 
were 'seen in Hailey and 
Kctchum, A Kctchum home- 
owner shot and killed a cougar 
after it killed a dog in his back- 
yard. Another mountain lion 
killed a cattle dog on the Deer 
Creek Ranch north of Hailey. 

Numerous cougar sightings 
were reported in the Hailey • 
area and the Warm Springs 
area in Keichum and other res- 
idential areas near ih'c 
foothills, 

• A recent letter. to The 
Times-Ncws reported sighting 
of a cougar along the Snake 
River Canyon rim north of 
Kimberly. 

The sightings arc not a sign 
of trouble, just a byproduct of a

WASHINGTON (AP) -

affect me? 

A: The trial's outcome is unlike- 
ly to affect Micro.sofc customers 
immediately, since a product 
recall is not twing considered.

He still travels the 
Northwest for various Scottish 
festivals, where he con play the 
bagpipes and mingle with other

= Albion shows 
it values civic 
responsibility

ALBION - One-thirtieth the • 
size of the nearest population 
center, Albion .sits tranquilly — 
along the highway any given 
time of day, save for a handful of 
folks at the Albion Cii-N-Go deli 
or fueling up for gas across tlie 
street. But beneath that quiet 
demeanor lies u sense nf serious 
responsibUity. 

Albion voters .showed; up in 
force at the polls Inst Tuesday 10 
weed out thret; dty council can- 
didates from six, half of them 
write-ins, with an 89 percent 
voter turnout. But such high 
turnout is not unusual. 

“We’ve always had spicy inter- 
est,” said Albion city clerk 
Bennie Cltacbum. who 1^ been 
. active in dty affairs for 2G years. 
“People are interested in their 
leaders, in the council, in tlicir 
way of life.” 

What’s lii^ for Albion, popu- 

^lation 310, is unfathomable^or 

larger 'mtinicTp^tics. Although 
Heybum saw a tense showdotvn, 
this year’s incrca.se from average 
years reached only 4G percent. 
Rupert was spoiled for choice 
with three mayoral c'undidate.s 
and. four picks for two council 
scats. Voter turnout skyrocketed 
from a typical 20 to 30 percent, 
to 56 percent. 

Albion's turnout wliipped everr- 
that of Malta, just over half ■ 
Albion's size, despife die. tlieory 
of inverse relations between 
civic interest and population. 
Malta's race for mayor brouglii 
71 percent of registered voters to 
the polls, tlie average turnout in 
recent years. 

Albion’s sense of dvic respon- 
sibilicy is also evident among its 
numerous civic groups, which 
illustrates a conscioqsncKs 
among ihcir small mcmlicf^ps. 

•“Although they’re small, they 
are very active," said City ' 
Council member Don Bowden. 

Some say Albion's rcstdent.s 
have a duty to ensure the future 
diverges from the post Once the., 
county seat until a railroad spur 
in Burley fostered growth tliere, ' 
Albion has since lost significant 
economic potontisi], its college ' " 
campus and its high school. Such 
loss may explain the recent figlit’ 

to save Albion's clcmcntBry 

■"school. 

"They have n strong desire to 
keep this community alive,” 
Bowden said. “They wont to 
maintain the vitality of the com- 
munity." 

And then there's a cuutionaiy 
lino between vitality and' 
encroachment for the small val- 
ley town, a line of which locals 
are very mindful. 

“It wouldn’t take much to 
overtake the community," 
Bowden said. 

Such caution has prompted 
recent steps toward zoning the

what is deemed most appropri- 
ate for the interests of ^th val- 
ley residents and the county. 

Few or no restrictions currently 
exist for what may be developed 
onmultiplc-use land.

but there is sdence. 

As for health threats, the 
human nose reacts to smell at lev- 
’elS that are extremely low in rda- 
tionship to toxidty, he said. OSHA

gen sulfide smell associated with 
^'rics and otlier farm operations 
is currently 20 parts per million. 

“The human nose detects odors 
down to I port per billion,” 
VanZandt, explained, putting.thc— 
standards in perspective.

(Immediate Danger to Life 8t 
Hcaltli) value is 100 parts per mil- 
lion.”

Cross coUeacd Richter, then 13, 


from his cousin's house and 
forced him to return to Potsdam. 

At 17, he tried to. escape on a 
Prague-bound train. His map, 
long hair and jca,ns gave him 
away. He was arrested and sent 
home through a network of pris- 
ons, where he saw political pris- 
oners being beaten. It shattered 
his last illusions about the 
regime. 

In August 1966, Richter final- 
ly made it out. He swam 
through Berlin's Teltow Canal 
for four hours, ducking search- 
lights and trip wires and trying 
hard not to splash. He emerged 
exhausted in die American sec- 
tor and made his way to the 
port dty of Hamburg, where he 
took a job as a ship's steward. 
He was 19. 

In the 1970s, detente began to 
thaw relations between the 
Soviet bloc and the West. For the 


I first time, the GDR allowed 
defectors to return as tourist. 
Riditcr went home - and noticed 
I that the guards at Berlin Wall 
checkpoints had grown a little 
lax. 

Richter decided to .start smug- 
gling people. Thu first wa$ a 
friend from kindergarten who 
decided to flee after'hLs marriagu 
collapsed. Then the friend had a 
friend. And that friend had a 
friend. “It tvas so easy, I thought 
it could go on forever,” Richter 
said. 

His car, a yellow Ford Escort, 
with a big trunk and strong 
shocks, was perfect for smug- 
gling. Others got cauglitf Richter 
said, by choosing cars that 
couldn’t handle the weight of 
stowaways in their trunks. They 
drove up to tlie checkpoint with 

their hcadlight.s pointing at the 

sky.

GDR diizens 
were tlie most .spied-upon people • 
in history; he could not simply 
pick them up at home. Usually, 
he met them at a higiiway over- 
pass and had tiicm crawl into the 
trunk through the back scat. 
Others waited at a bus stop 
directly in front of a Soviet garri- 
son, on the theory that no one 
would suspect anyone of defect- 
ing from there. 

“Of course, this filled my life 
with meaning. For those people I 
helped, I was the Lord and Santa 
Gaus and more," Richter s.iid. “I 
participated ’•.history.” 

It all came to a crashing end 
just before midnigiit on Mai^i 4, 
1975. when Riducr pulled up to 
tbc checkpoint with his last 
defector, his sister Elke, 21.' A 
police dog smelled her and 
jumped on the trunk. Ten guns 
were leveled at Ricliter. 

“They called this 'hostile 


doing damage to the GDR,’ ” 
Richter said. “They could prove 
18 people. TTiat was enough for 
the maximum penalty of 15 
years." 

Prisoners were tokcniiway in a - 
dark van, never certain where 
they were. They were stripped 
naked and addrcs.scd by number 
Richlel’ wa.s 48. Each solitary cell 
contained a wooden bunk, a desk, 
a toilet and a slot in the door for 
meals. 

For months, Richter saw no 
one but guards and intcrrogniors. 
Prisoners communicated by rap- 
ping on the walls. For a while, lie 
talked througl) the wall with a 
woman named Ericha. "I would 
have liked to scc'her face,” he 
said. 

Freed in 1980, Riditcr today is 
a lour guide at one of his former 
prisons, the infamous Hohen- 
schonhausen, leading troops of 
schoolchildren into his night- 
mare. His knCicklcs arc scarred 
and swollen. He can't hear knock- 
.ing wiiliout tiying to unravel the 
code.

E^st Germans c onfront pas t , 
find happiness 10 years later 


Jubilant Germans danced on 
ihe Berlin Wall. Stunned East 
German border guards watclied 
helplessly as thousands crossed 
die border to experience long-for- 
hidden freedoms and riches on 
one memorable night. West 
Germans pressed cash into the 
hands of their long-lost country- 
men. Strangers • embraced. 
Families reunited. 

But in the 10 years since the 
Berlin Wall came down, stories 
are legion of cast Germans con- 
fronting the betrayal of their past 
and looking to the future with 
disupi>ointmcni. 

Files compiled by the relent- 
le.ss machinery of the Stasi secret 
police revealed to many that peo- 
ple they trusted most - even their 
spouses - had spied on them. And 
money - once showered on them 
from strangers - has become the 
source of resentment among 
we.siem Germans footing the bill 
for reunification. 

' Tiic exultation of 1989 has long 
ago given way to the culture 
.shock of 17 million cast Germans 
trying to create a new identity in 
— a nation of 80'mlllloii 'where’' 

every snhcrc of infliienc i> -- tl»- 
media, the economy, politics - is 
dominated by wcsicmcrs. 

The post-unification illusion 
that all Germans were the same 
began to dissipate as the two 
Germanys began the process of 
fusing into one. 

Misunderstandings grew out 
of the vastly different histories, 
and out of things as little as east- 
ern Germans’ habit of shaking 
Itnnds with co-wofkcrs as part of 
their daily greeting, said 
Hendrik Bcrtli, a psychologist in 
Dresden. 

Hie culture shock deepened as 
both sides focused on their per- 
ceived differences. East Germans 
were uncommunicative and 
servile: westerners were arrogant 
sliowoffs. 

“I think many west Germans 
said, 'We’re reunified, they 
should fit in with us and that’s 
it,'" Berth said. ’’But you cannot 
say os of Oct. 3, 1990, that the 
nasi is 'dosed, that we are now 
allfcrcnt from what wo wore." 

Indeed, media coverage of the 
stale of imra-Gcrman relations 10 
years after the demise of the 
communist East focuses on the 

..enduring differcnccs.bctwccfu . 

ihc ,two German societies. 
Overwhelmingly, the stories rep- 
resent a western point of view. 

National magazines report on 
alienation felt by westerners who 
moved cost. 

Western author Cabricia 
Mendling has created a coniro- 
vci^ with a book “Nculand,” in 
which she writes that she has 
been insulred and threatened 
since moving with her husband to 
die eastern city of Frankfurt an 
der Oder. 

A west German criminologist 
has stirred a new debate with a 
thesis that the communist system 
of sending diildrcn to collcciivc 
. day care is a cause of ilsing anti- 
foreigner attacks in the cast, by 
creating a pack mentality in 
which individuals feel safe to act 
out in groups. 

But the bottom line may just 
be that eastern Germans are 
retreating inward, and they may 
no longer care what the west 
thinks. 

“Happiness in eastern 
Germany grows,” read a recent 
headline in the Magdeburger , 
Volksstimme.

MIKHAIL GORBACHEV: 
Afier becoming leader of Soviet 
Union in 1965, he unleashed 
reforms in both domestic and for- 
eign policy tliai uldmaiely led to - 
collapse of Soviet Union. A 
month before Berlin Wall came 
down, he delievered speech in 
East Berlin saying that “life pun- 
ishes those who fall behind.'" 
Eventually overtaken by own 
reforms, and resigned on 
Christinas Day 1991, an aa that 
marked formal end of Soviet 
I Union. 

ERICH HONECKER: East 
Germany's last communist 
leader, 1976 until three wedcs 
before Wall opened. Political 
prisoner during Nazi era, he 
emerged as prominent player an 
Soviet zone of postwar Gennany, 
supervised construction of WaU 
in 1961 and became head of Tid- 
ing. Socialist Unity Party-. 
Adamantly shunned Gorbachev's 
reforms in '80s and ultimately 
ousted by fellow Politburo mem- 
bers.

BERLIN (/VP) - After 28 years, 
the Berlin \Vall wtis brought down 
b>- a few halting words. 

Tile end began with an offhand 
remark from a communist offi- 
cial, Guenter Schabowski, at the 
end of a plodding es’ening news 
conference on Nos*. 9, 198ft East 
• Germany was lifting^resirictions 
_■ on trave l acr oss its heai-il>- forti. 
fied Ixsrdcr with West Germany 
after 28 years of isolation. 

Couched in bureaucratic lan- 
guage. the impact of the 
announcement was not immedi- 
ately apparent., Bui . then 
Schabowski was asked when the 
nciv regulation would take effect. 
The spokesman for the ruling 
Politburo looked down at his 
notes and stammered “As far as I 
know, this enters into force ... this 
is immediately, \sithout delay." 

Schabowski did not realize the 
resonance of the announcement 
and went home. 

But spread by word of mouth 
and the evening nesvs, that word - 
“immediately" - liad thousands of 
East Berliners jamming the first 
crovsing to West Berlin l^ about 9 
p.m. 

Tile border guards had no ofii- 
dal orders from bureaucrats to let 
anyone cross. But, at a chaotic 
turning point of the Cold M’ar. the 
men who had been drilled to 
defend the Wall left their 
weapons hoUtered and decided 
on their oi\Txhiopen the barriers. 
Other crossings'sj^med, too. and 
the Wall M*as on it»way into liisto- 
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leader. Egon Krenz, insists the 
plan was to allow free tms-cl only 
the next morning so all border 
posts would get orders and citi- 
zens could line up properly to get 
Uieir exit \isos. 

"It >%-as one of many foulups in 
those days," Schabowski said 
recently. “\V^e were acting under - 
the pressure of events. I‘m just 
happy that it went off without 
bloodshed.” 

At the time. East German lead- 
ers saw opening the Wall as a 
relief valve amid huge prtxiemoc- 
racy protests and a flight of dti- 
uns IQ the West that had l>egun 
in the summer, mainly \ia reform- 
minded Hungary. 

“Tltc point was not the scrap- 
ping of the Wall." Krenz said 
recently. “I thought we could 
calm the political sititaiion." 

Instead, his country collapsed 


and merged with West Germany 
11 months later. 

Even now, Krenz and 
Schabowski dispute who was to 
blame for confusion the night the 
Wall fell. 

Krenz * insists he told 
Schabowski to tell reporters to 
withhold the news of the new 
travel regulation until 4 aan. the 


next mnning.

Nerve stimulation can relieve depression

Last month, researchers 
announced that sending tiny 

electric shocks into the nerve ..... „n 

could rclicvc-depresston-thUt from the brain throuidi thiTneck 

had been considered untreat- to the heart and stomach, with 


neci directly to the brain. It’s 
called the lOth cranial nerve, 
and it is responsible for carrying 
the messages tliai govern swal- 
lowing and heart rate, among 
other functions. It’s the longest 
of the crania^ nerves, running 


able. 

The same technique has been 
used Co abort or mirumize epilep- 
tic seiiurert. 

But that's just the beginning of 
what mi^t be po^ble. 

Patrice Rawlins, a neuro- 
science clinical nurse specialist 
in Wichita, say^ stimulating the 
vagus nerve with small amounts 
of electric current might prove 
useful for any number of neuro- 
logical problems, including 
migraine headaches. 

Other researchers talk about 
its possible connection to condi- 
tions ranging from obesity'to 

_ memory impnirment: 

The vagus nerve is one of a 
dozen cranial nerves that con- 


branches going to the lungs, lar- 
ynx and trachea. 

Problems with the vagus nerve 
can cause everything from swal- 
lowing difficulties to too much 
stomach add. Yet .stimulating it 
can relieve neurological disor- 
ders. 

There are two vagus nerves, 
one right and one left, and vagiis 
nerve stimulation almost always 
involves the left one, Rawlins 
says, because “80 percent of its 
fibers go up to the brain rather 
than down to other parts of the 
body." 

To stimulate the nerve, “we 
'■implant-8-generaior,-just like a 
pacemaker, about the size of a 
■ 50-cent piece,” under the skin of 


the chest. A little incision on the 
neck allows wires from the gen- 
erator to he coiled around the 
nerve. 

- Then, a computer Is used to 
program a microcliip in the gen- 
_ eraior, telling it wiicn to fire.vp 
and at iWianevel. “This kind of 
paces (he electrical activity of 
the brain," Rawlins says. 

Rawlins and others at Via 
Chrtsti Regional .Medical 
Ccmi)r-Si. Francis Campus were 
involved in some of (lie early 
work on vagus nerve stimulation 
for seizures. Tiiat procedure was 
appi’ovcd for clinical use in 
1997. 

At an intcrnaitonal meeting 
she wcni to in 1994, Rawlins 
heard a researcher talk about 
how tile mood of some of (hose 
tre.nicd for seizures also seemed 
to improve, and others said the 
same thing. "That kind of 
serendipitous finding and anec- 
dotal notes” led to the experi- 
mental implant announced last 
week, site says.
